Somali civilians still needed help, 
but the average Canadian’s interest 
had ebbed. The experience was the 
genesis of War Child Canada. 

“The degree of public sympathy 
and support was less than zero. 
There was so much animosity. I 
couldn't believe people could contin- 
ue to be victimized like that... 
thought ‘We have to do a better job’ 
The victims of war deserve better,” 
said Nutt. 

War Child Canada now has emer- 
gency relief and post-conflict assis- 
tance projects in Afghanistan, 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Uganda, Iraq, 
Uganda, the Democratic Republic of 
Congo, and the Liberian refugee 
camp in Ghana. The projects rebuild 
schools and offer vocational training, 
and provide trauma recovery. 


THE BATTLE BEGINS AT HOME 
In Ethiopia, HIV-AIDS orphans 
and street kids are given free educa- 

tion and thereby a chance to livea 
relatively normal life. Other pro- 
grams specifically target women, 
who often face systemic discrimina- 
tion. In Kabul, War Child is assisting 
widows and young mothers—those 
who face the highest risk of poverty 
in the country.

Speaking engagements like that 
scheduled for the U of A are neces- 
sary to maintain the public’s support 
of such projects. 

“People tend to think think the 
problem is solved [in Afghanistan]. 
Okay, they’ve had an election, but 
this is the critical time folks,” Nutt 
said, citing Congo, Liberia, and 
Afghanistan as regions in desperate 
need of stabilizing aid. “[Post-con- 
flict zones] have relative peace and 
quiet, slip from the radar, then 
descends into anarchy ... When you 
have this modest breathing room, 
that’s when you need to step [assis- 
tance] up.” 

Nutt tries to get the public focused 
on international issues by “arming 
them with information,” like the lit- 
tle-mentioned fact that Canada 
ranks among the top 10 arms export- 
ing countries in the world. Through 
aggressive public awareness work 
featuring youth-oriented music 
events and adult-oriented speaking 
engagements, Nutt intends to draw 
attention back to the most neglected 
streets of the global village. 

“Even though there is war, con- 
flicts and an AIDS epidemic, it 
doesn’t resonate enough to spark 
people to action. If you can get an 
audience, like we do, it can have an 
impact.”

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Safeguarding Uk 
Online journalists 


Last summer, when Ukrainian 
president Viktor Yushchenko’s 19- 
year-old son Andriy was caught 
tooling around Kiev in a $160,000 
BMW, toting an expensive celi 
phone and dropping hundreds of 
dollars at high-end nightclubs, his 
father was publicly furious. Not at 
Andriy, whose antics flew in the face 
of the Orange Revolution that ush- 
ered the reformist pol to power last 
December. Yushchenko’s anger was 
directed at Ukrayinska Pravda, one 
of the most popular news outlets in 
Ukzaine, and one that had been 
instrumental in his 2004 election. 

Yushchenko denounced Pravda’s 
reporter at a press conference as a 
“hired hit man” and said that he was 
urging his son to sue. Later, ina tele- 
phone call to the reporter, 
Yushchenko suggested that further 
coverage of the story could create a 
threat to Ukraine's national security, 
though it was surely more threaten- 
ing to his own popularity. In 
Ukraine, the teenager's leased BMW 
was worth more than 90 years of an 
average worker's salary. 

Ukrayinska Pravda, or “The 
Ukrainian Truth,” was launched in 
mid-2000 by Olena Prytula and 
Georgiy Gongadze, idealistic young 
journalists intent on exposing the 
rampant corruption that had 
engulfed their country since it 
gained independence from the for- 
mer Soviet Union nearly a decade 
before. Theirs was a dangerous 
task—between 1995 and 2000 three 
journalists were murdered in 

Ukraine and two more died under 
suspicious circumstances. All had 
broken stories attacking political cor- 
ruption or the regime of then-Presi- 
dent Leonid Kuchma. 


ESCAPING TO THE INTERNET 
Publishing on the web enabled 
Prytula and Gongadze to dodge 
many of the ruling party’s tradition- 
al suppression techniques (sudden 
power outages, fire safety inspec- 
tions, vandalism) by staying small 
and portable. They became targets 
nonetheless. In September 2000, 
Gongadze disappeared. Two 
months later a farmer discovered his 
beheaded body in a wooded area 
near Kiev. A former Kuchma body- 


guard released secretly recorded 
audiotapes that implicated the presi- 
dent in the murder. Kuchma denied 
involvement and called the tapes 
fabricated (they were later authenti- 
cated by experts in the United 
States). ‘s friends and family 
urged her to shut down the paper 
and flee the country. 

Instead, Ukrayinska Pravda con- 
tinued to push for the democracy 
that Prytula believed would bring 
her colleague's killers to justice. Her 
first act, publishing transcripts of the 
Kuchma tapes, catapulted Ukrayins- 
ka Pravda to the number-one web- 
site in the country. “The thinking 
was, if it’s so good that people get 
murdered for it, it must be worth 
reading,” says Anders Aslund, 
director of the Russian and Eurasian 
Program at the ie Endow- 
ment for International Peace. For 
Ukrainians with Internet access 
(only 0.4 percent of the country’s res- 
idents at that time), visiting the site 
became an essential part of the daily 

routine. Tattered printouts were 
much-sought items in coffee shops 
and gathering spots. 

Ukrayinska Pravda’s crucial role 





during the Orange Revolution 
included publishing exit-poll data 
suggesting that Kuchma’s anointed 
successor had stolen the election, 
thus helping to prompt the revote 
that ushered Yushchenko into the 
presidency. Perhaps in gratitude, the 
newly inaugurated leader pledged 
to find and prosecute Gongadze's 
killers. (Though a few arrests have 
been made, there has been no trial, 
Kuchma has not been charged, and 
Gongadze's murder remains 
unsolved.) 

In the heady postelection days, 
some outside observers—many 
American liberals among them— 
complained that the Orange Revolu- 
tion was suspect because the 
reformists had received an estimated 
$60 million, during two years, in so- 
called pro-democracy financing 
from the United States, and because 
of the heavy Western influence in 
the elections. 

The exit were underwritten 
largely by the U.S., and Ukrayinska 
Pravda itself was seeded with grants 
from several U.S. sources, including 
the National Endowment for 
Democracy, a private nonprofit

Over the years, some 
articles by Prytula’s half-dozen or so 
muckraking reporters affirmed the 
efficacy of communism, and Pravda 
opinion pieces supported some 
Kuchma policies alongside pro- 
democracy stories. 


A 360-DEGREE REVOLUTION 
Now, the revolution has begun to 
show a tawdry side. In early Sep- 
tember, Yushchenko dismissed his 
government after it suffered a string 
of defections, including that of his 
chief of staff, an Orange Revolution 
architect who charged that 
Yushchenko’s administration was 
even more corrupt than Kuchma’s. 
The souring has attracted Ukrayins- 
ka Pravda‘s scrutiny. The site is 
looking into the legality of one 
source of Andriy Yushchenko’s 
money: the copyright he owns on all 
Orange Revolution-related products, 
such as T-shirts and posters. “They 
say it’s a plot,” says an amused Pry- 
tula. “That someone is paying us to 
print these articles.” In response to 
Pravda’s stories, the administration 
appears to be clamping down on the 
it has reportedly considered 
putting Internet publications under 
state control and has pulled back 
efforts to replace state-run media 
with public television and radio. 
Ukrayinska Pravda turned a prof- 
it for the first time this summer, and 
Prytula has plans to launch a printed 
version. In response to the presi- 
dent's verbal attack on her reporter, 
she posted an open letter demand- 
ing that he apologize and reaffirm 
his support for freedom of the press. 
By September, her petition had been 
signed by more than 700 journalists.

Checkup on our health care system 40 years 
overdue, says doctor-author 


JOURNEY TO WELLNESS: 

Designing a Peopie-Centred Health System for

ITS ALL ABOUT HEALTH CARE, RIGHT? 
Did you ever get the feeling that if 
we could solve the problem pré 
sented by our current 
medicare system, where we 
spend a lot of money, but 
nobody gets exactly what 
they need or want, then 
there’s nothing that would 
ever stand in our way again? 
No other problem Canadians 
face seems quite as insur 
mountable as that of our 
health care system. Maybe 
getting this one fixed would 
give us some ideas, and 
maybe even a little goose to 
the ol’ confidence level, eh? 
But that’s the problem, health 
care’s one mutha of a hump 
to get over. 

So what if someone 
stepped forward—maybe 
someone without the politi- 
cal baggage that tends to fol- 
low the work of someone 
named Mazankowski or 
Romanow, but with some 
knowledge of and experience 
with health care reform— 
and said they had a plan? We 
should find out soon, as 
word spreads about Dr. R 

Vaughan Glover's 

Journey to Wellness: Designing a 
People-Centred Health System for 
Canadians. 

Speaking as a man who has won 
a contest for designing an imagi- 
nary health care system for the 
United States, which doesn’t have 
one, Glover can look at our system 
and honestly say Americans would 
be lucky to have it. But that’s not 
the same as saying our system is a 
great system. 

Glover says the biggest problem 
with our health care is that we're 
continually waiting for our politi- 
Gans to tinker this 40-year-old 
vision into dealing with a present- 
day reality that its creators could 
nat possibly have imagined. The 


range of illnesses and injuries, the 
technology for treating them, and 
the cost of all of these things has 
expanded way beyond the medical 
world of the ‘60s. 

Now, he says, “There's no vision 
The system is stuck on an illness 
system.

the ‘60s to address the problems of 
the ‘60s. Tommy Douglas identified 
that we didn’t want people suffer- 
ing and dying from preventable 
and treatable illnesses, and we 


didn’t want them going bankrupt. 
And that was exactly what we 
needed, at the time. And it was a 
good start If vou read Tommy 
Douglas and study what he said, he 
by no means said it was the end 
The problem is it became a political 
football. It’s been batted around to 
win elections, not to serve the 
health needs of the Canadian peo- 
ple.” 

It’s time to turn the system 
upside down and inside out, the 
doctor says, into a patient-c entered 
system with health promotion as its 
primary focus, rather than the 
physician-centered illness 
treatment model we've got 
right now. It’s also time to 
face facts, take some responsi- 
bility for our own well-being 
and start an honest discussion 
about what we really want, in 
a world of finite resources, 
from a health care system. 

Glover's got some ideas of 
his own; he picks and choos- 
es, the way he imagines a 
well-informed, health and 
personal well-being-seeking 
populace would, from among 
all the options, toward 
designing the best possible 
plan for the patient—in this 
case, medicare. So at the same 
time he advocates for health 
savings accounts and attacks 
the myth of universality, 
Glover can imagine ways for 
people to get outside the 
western medicine tradition 
and medical professionals 
having more time to properly 
support those in their care. 

Regardless of your political 
stripe, if you’re one who is 
given to freaking out about 
things, there's plenty to freak out 
about here. But Glover's arguments 
are persuasive, especially the one 
about how we found ourselves in 
this position in the first place. If the 
Canada Health Act was a patient, 
we would be talking about a 40 
year old who has never been in for 
so much as a checkup. Considering 
such a level of neglect, it’s no won- 
der that the list of problems seems a 
little overwhelming. But now is no 
time to stop talking about problems 
and solutions, he says. “It’s not trea-

CERTAIN WRITERS FROM THE ROCK 
didn’t like Annie Proulx’s characteriza- 
tions of Newfoundlanders in The 
Shipping News. This was before Wayne 
Johnston's fictionalized account of Joey 
Smallwood’s life and career, The Colony 
of Unrequited Dreams, really put the 
oddball province on the literary map. 
Since then, floods of Newfoundlanders 
have taken to writing their own stories 
rather than stewing about being 
immortalized by someone “from 
away.” 

Following up his Giller-nominated 
River Thieves (2001)—and earlier poetry 
and prize-winning short fiction—with 
The Wreckage, Michael Crummey spec- 
ulates about the literary boom. “[We 
are] the first generation of writers to go 
to university,” he says. “Newfound- 
land has always been isolated—in spite 
of things washing up on shore.” 

Furthermore, he says, there's a “high 
percentage of Irish—famous for their 
love of language” in the cultural mix, 
and only recently have they been 
“making the move from oral culture to 
written culture. There's energy in that 
shift.” 

Being the first in his own family to 
go to university earned Crummey 
some good-natured teasing. “The joke 
was my brothers had to get jobs to save 
for my retirement,” he says. When he 
started writing—“poetry sort of 
announced itsel’—during his first year 
in university, his family considered it 
part of his idiosyncrasies, like political 
activism. No wonder, since he was 
“working for a student group, depen- 
dent on grants, living hand to mouth 
until River Thieves.” 

He was 34 when he decided to write 
the novel—his first. In spite of its suc- 
cess, there’s enough of the “pessimistic 
Newfoundlander” in him that he still 
puts “my career” in quotation marks. 
He tells of taking his family out for din- 
ner in a good restaurant. His father, sus- 
picious of expense accounts, was sure 
he was going to land himself in jail. 

Crummey also tried his hand at 
academia—it seemed to be expected of 
him—but quit after the first year of his 
Ph.D. “Didn‘t want to teach, so no rea-

His protagonist in The Wreckay: 
Aloysious (Wish) Furey, is another

makes his own way in the world, sg 
times scavenging a living from whal 
washes up after shipwrecks; at otha 
bringing the occasional motion pict 
show to isolated communities along! 
coast of the Rock at the onset of thes 
ond World War. 

There he meets reckless, 16-year 
Mercedes (Sadie) Parsons. Not only 
she Protestant while he is Catholic,ty 
she's terrifying because she knowsyi 
she wants. “Mercedes is the opposite 
Wish,” says Crummey, admitting th 
the girl scares him too. She's willingt 
fight for him, but other things keepg 
ting in the way—death, the war, se 
knowledge. “I wanted him not to

“T was interested in the way we 
write meaning into our lives to mal 
feel at home in the world,” he says 
“There's what is thrown at us andi 
we try to salvage, how we conscow 
repress things about ourselves, bulé 
eventually come out.”

The iconic Kurelek, famous for 
highly didactic artworks inspired as 
much by his prairie roots as by 
painterly heroes like Bosch and 
Brueghel, is often described as a 
bridge between high art and folk 
art. A Prairie Boy's Winter was the 
first of several classic children’s 
books that he wrote and illustrated.

THE PROBLEM 

Some local bands are feeling the crunch more than any 
body else. Artists already operate on a shoestring budget andj 
more often than not, are required to juggle day jobs on topol 
their touring schedule. Their passion is getting more exper 
sive than ever before; besides dealing with the constant mai 
tenance of their musical gear and the cost of new equipment 
their vehicles—often huge vans used to carry their gear and 
musical dreams from coast to coast—are sucking up gas 
faster than they can afford it. For them, gas-guzzlers are nol 
really an option: they’re a necessity. It probably wasn't that 
much of an issue a couple years ago, when the costs of hei 
ing to Calgary, Red Deer, or even Vancouver could be 
absorbed through regular gigging revenues. Not so true ati 
more. , 












THE CAUSES 

It often feels like swimming through a thick fog of hall- 
truths and mercantile public relations trying to figure out 
reasons why gas prices have steadily been on the incline ‘in 
get about the few drops back down here and there). Truth’ 
told, it is one arduous task to separate fact from fiction 

Some scientists have been advocating the “Peak Oil” ph 
losophy, meaning we've already (or will soon have) use 
50 per cent of all of the slick stuff available on the planet 4 
there's no way we can ever make up for the growing sca! 
—hence the ever-rising prices. Some consumers argue tht 
this phenomenon is a profit-driven plot by oil companies? 
cash in as muchas they can, while they can. Others point! 
natural phenomenons, such as hurricanes and earthquake 
or man-made disasters like the war(s) in the Middle East, 
explain the situation, reasoning that the issue is probably 

and we'll eventually get back to “normal.” 

Maybe it’s a little bit of all of the above, but the end rest! 
the same: no money, no oily. 


THE IMPACT 
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Saxophone player Don Berner’s situation when 
it comes to touring is slightly different than that of 
rock bands. Jazz musicians are able to gather more 
funding through grants from the government than 
their rowdy counterparts. They also have a differ- 
ent system of hiring musicians for touring, being 
able to pick and choose according to the format 
and necessities of specific gigs. It's not unusual to 
see Berner tour driving his own Taurus to Regina, 
Saskatoon, and Calgary. When he’s not doing that, 
he's either renting vehicles or sharing driving duties 
with co-workers who own vans. 

Whereas rock bands will usually split the-costs_ 
associated with driving, Berner often finds himself 
handling whatever profit or deficit he generates 
after paying his hired musicians. 

Foreseeable outcome: “I'll either get funding 
and/or leave bands at home, tour myself and hire 
sidemen in various cities. But that’s obviously not 
the most satisfying way to go about things.” 

About touring: “It’s not cheaper to rent but, on 
the other hand, it’s free not to buy.a van.” 













They've been everywhere; to Montreal and back 
twice, to Vancouver and back a dozen times, Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg, Regina—you name it. They've had 
their tires slashed, they overturned a makeshift 
camper tied to the back of their former van, “The 
Brown Bomber” and, best of all, they made The 
Wolfnote’s Bryan Kulba, according to guitarist Ted 
Wright, “scream like a girl” on their way to Thun- 
der Bay while driving with the headlights off. 

Wright could go on for hours about their 
adventures on the road. And, he says, there simply 
isn’t another option to driving that’s as much fun. 

“Until they build ‘transporters’ it’s the only fuck- 
ing way,” he says. “That van [The Busted Cherry] 
cruises fairly nice down the highway with a thou- 
sand pounds of gear and a thousand pounds of 
dudes as well.” 

Foreseeable outcome: “I think bands will turn to 
flying out to certain locales and touring from there, 
or playing with a lot smaller gear and minivans. But 
it's almost physically impossible for a normal band 
to fit into a minivan. Or, | don’t know, bands will 
start digging deeper into their own pockets or ask 
for more money.” 

About touring: “The world doesn't stop turning 


because people are paying a dollar a litre for gas.” 


We'll probably be poorer in the long run, but that’s 
life. It’s worth it no matter what the cost.” 
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Imagine a mustachioed Lyle “Whitey” Bell dri- 
ving his infamous green boogie van, “Don't Fear 
The Raper,” complete with drop-shaped rear win- 
dows, shag interior, racing steering wheel, and 
$3000 stereo system, as it breaks down (yet again) 
in front of the Shaw Conference Centre on a grad 
night. Now imagine a hundred drunken high school 
kids staring at the sleaziest-looking bastard alive. 
Oh my. 

“| just wasn't in the mood to be pointed at,” he 
says. “There was also that [Diet] Pepsi commercial 
that came out at that time with the guy who wants 
his boogie van back.” 

Despite the hazards, vans are still what drive 
The Wet Secrets and Whitey Houston to places 
like Vancouver, Calgary, and Saskatoon. Both 
Whitey’s bad boys and girls have seen a lot of road 
{and repairs) and drank a lot of gas over the past 
few years, making their habit consistently more 
expensive. For Eastern tours, they've already 
switched to flying. 

Foreseeable outcome: “It’s bad enough being a 
musician—everything is fucking expensive. It's even 
worse when the gas prices are so retarded. When 
you think about it, it's way cheaper for two people 
to fly out and drive a van—or even drive a car. You 
always had to be frugal, but now it’s a whole other 
realm.” 


About touring: “Unless you have large guaran- 
tees—which we do not—it’s financial sodomiza- 
tion. You have to really want to go see the country. 

Possible cause: “Unicorns and magical lep- 
rechauns. I've heard a million explanations.”

“Everything fits inside,” gloats Rich Bomber. 
When there are six bodies and six people's worth 
of gear to carry around, you really need a beast of 
burden to carry the load. But “The Land Ark Wil 
helm” has survived trips across Canada without fail, 
getting skankers Mad Bomber Society from gas sta- 
tion to gas station where the band uses every single 
type of coupon, points cards, or rewards program 
they can take advantage of. These guys must get a 
lot of junk mail, but that’s the only way to make dri- 
ving a viable commodity. But as Rich Bomber 
explains, there will come a time when the costs will 
have to be shared 

Foreseeable outcome: “The only option you 
have is to charge more and sometimes that closes 
some doors. At the same time, it takes money out 
of the bands’ pockets, it takes money of people's 
pockets—everybody. It just hurts, there's nothing 
Positive about it at all.” 

About touring: “We only have to take one vehi- 
cle because it is a monster. It's not so much the size 
of your band. When you're a band like the White 
Stripes, once you become popular, you still have to 
take a motorhome on the road. It's a total lose-lose 

“You still use gas when you're flying. And they 
put fuel surcharges on that, too.” 

Possible cause: “If you look at Bush and 
Cheney's political base, they have been put into 
power by Texas oil-men. So having a high price 
benefits their benefactors. The Saudis have come 
out and said there's no problem with supply. It’s 
straight profiteering.” 





For junk-rock minimalist duo the Vertical Struts 
touring might seem easier than for other bands. 
After all, Trevor Anderson and Raymond Biesinger 
never have to deal with a huge amount of gear 
(even if Biesinger just got a hold of a big Fender 
bass amp}—just guitars and a small drum kit. In fact, 
they used to tour driving a 1984 Aries “K" car until 
it died last year. Their worst experience came 
about touring in the Fake Cops’ van and being 
robbed in Vancouver, so one would think they'd 
avoid the ugly brutes for a while—or go mini. 

“te cost us $100 to go to Saskatoon and back— 
10 hours [of driving],” says Biesinger. “So 10 
{bucks} an hour: that’s a Gravity Pope employee 
we could pay to carry us for that amount of 
money.” 

Foreseeable outcome: “! think because we have 
the knack for having either incredibly small or 
incredibly modern vehicles that are very efficient, | 
don’t see it affecting us much. That's the trick.” 

About touring: “Well, once it's two bucks a litre, 
we're going to worry about heating our houses or 
cooking food instead of playing in a band. That's 
Mad Max territory, right?” 

Possible cause: “Scarcity, there seems to be a lot 
of talk about Peak Oil being reached. People have 
been saying that for 40 years but, inevitably, some- 
one’s going to be right. Then there's a little bit of 
instability in a little place called... Iraq. And then 
there’s New Orleans—that kind of thing.”

“We drove across America which, by and large, 
is the best thing,” says Daisy Blue Groff. “It was so 
amazing. It’s such a different vibe down there.” 

New York, Dallas, Memphis, California—Paint- 
ing Daisies have seen them inside out driving one of 
their “Muffies” (“Muffy |,” a 1991 Chevy Beauville, 
passed away circa 2001). Groff is used to living in 
her van. She's slept on the floor of her F-150 van in 
minus 25 degree Slave Lake weather with the 
engine off because fumes kept seeping in through a 
crack in the manifold—after playing a never-ending 
set in a strip bar. Don't tell her she doesn’t love 
touring. 

Foreseeable outcome: “We're going to have to 
budget more for gas and something else is going to 
take a hit—how much we're going to be paid per- 
sonally, or how much our soundman is, | think as a 
whole we're probably going to have to take a cut | 
think a lot's going to change because of that” 

About touring “It’s part of being a band. You 
have to have a lot of notches on your belt as far as 
touring goes. You aren'ta band until you tour. But | 
think it's going to become harder. A lot of bands 
really make their living off of doing it” 

Possible cause: “I don't get it. Fort McMurray’s 
four hours away, and there's plenty of gas there. | 
think there's a lot of political finagling.”

breakdowns—the kind of intractable 
stuff pharmaceutical companies sug- 


gest throwing Prozac and its antide- 
pressant sister drugs at. 

D’Arcy’s lyrical specialty is taking 
banal turns of phrase and wryly re- 
deploying them, spiking more liter- 
ate and original lines with clichés 
such as, “If you hurt this girl again, I 
think I’ll punch your lights out,” so 
their plain-speaking starkness glints 
against the sharper words and 
music. He sings, usually to another 
person, addressing a “you,” ina 
seductive, velvety sigh that ups the 
intimacy of the songs. At least that’s 
how he rolls out on the lead 
vocals—the “ooh-oohs” and other 
high-pitched background ornaments 
are his as well 

D’Arcy swears that all his musical 
vignettes are autobiographical, and 
cites that connection as part of the 
reason he can climb on stage and 
deliver them with complete convic- 
tion throughout heavy-duty touring. 
“These songs have not lost their lus- 
ter to me. The record came out a 
year after I finished it, and J am still 
excited by the songs every night,” he 
affirms. “Not to sound Elton John- 
ny, but these are about real things,

and real life, not like in some « 
other bands. So they still meai 
something, every night. Which i 
great, really. When you sing a song 
you gotta mean it.” 

As a bassist and songwriter 
D’Arcy is a survivor of several indi 
bands, including The Carnations, 4 
power-pop group that was hot! 
tipped for success. He admits Thy 
Ladies and Gentlemen was created 
to satisfy his control freak impuls 
“T always had trouble being i 
in my recordings with bands. | was 
always compromising a certain 
vision of the songs. This is pur 
Thom, basically. It was important 
me not to consider how a band 
would play a song, just do the song 
for the song’s sake.” 

The irony is that to serve the 
songs ina live setting, D’Arcy 
to get a band together to pert 
them. He laughs, “Sometime 
interpretation of the songs is s 
ing to me. The songs were recor 
in essentially a ‘selfish’ way, but yf 
have to be open to the ideas of 4 
band.”

A Breed apart 


Local harbingers of heaviness won’t waver 


hit ‘er hard,” chimes in guitarist Jeff 
Kittlitz. “We just spent more time 
making sure that we wrote better 
songs. After that time off, we were 
so fired up and ready to go, every- 
thing hit and bang—it was really 
awesome.” 

The group pulled together and 
released a three song EP last year, 
followed by a short tour of the 
prairies, where they were tested 
again, this time by multiple vehicu- 
lar problems. Liddy’s dictum held 
again—Methodical Breed overcame 
these obstacles, and now they’re 
preparing to share the fruits of their 
single-minded devotion to the band 
with their first full-length release, 
Outbreak. 

The genesis of Outbreak can be 
traced to Smith’s decision to enter 
Methodical Breed in a Battle of the 
Bands contest in Sherwood Park 
over the summer. The group took 
first place, which won them studio 
time at Homestead Recorders. “We 
were going to just doa short demo, 
but the owners were impressed,” 
Szabo relates. “They liked what we 






were doing and how we were play- 
ing, so they said they wanted to 
keep working with us.’ 

This stroke of good fortune was 
complicated by a few pertinent 
issues—Szabo had already booked a 
CD release for what was supposed 
to be a quick demo, so the band had 
to put in some intensive work get- 
ting the album completed, which 
they managed to do in an astonish- 
ing three weeks. 

“Every minute of the day we're 
involved,” Szabo affirms about the 
band’s devotion to each other and 
their project. “At some point I’m 
calling Jeff about something, or Jeff’s 
calling me—the band’s always in the 
back of our minds. When we're not 
at work we're rehearsing, or talking 
about merchandise or just band 
business.” 

And when they’re at work they’re 
also talking about the band—Kittlitz 
employs the members as part of his 
iron workers team. “The fact that we 
know each other off time and at 
work—we hang out together, and 
we know how each other works, we 
know what pisses each other off, we 
know what we all like,” interjects 
Kittlitz. “Bands that go in there just 
to do the music and don’t see each 
other over the week miss out on 
this.”

The weird little moments of Elliott Brood 











MAYBE BANJOS ATTRACT WEIRDNESS 
Perhaps they emit a vibration beyond the 
range of human senses that jostles reality 
ond skews the mundane world around them 
Which would explain the odd encounters 
of Elliott Brood. Despite the colourful legend 
on their website, there is no such man as 
Elliott Brood, or at least if there is, he is not 
known to the band Elliott Brood.

Ambassador, their first full-length, is 
crammed with atmospheric touches that 
accentuate the gleeful darkness of the songs. 

“We roaiiien the basic elements over 
three days, then left room to play,” reflects 
Sasso. “We do a semblance of the songs 
live—more ‘stomp’—but in the studio we 
give them time, so we can listen and make 
sure we're not doing too much but putting in 
these little moments. The goal is to elaborate 
on the songs.”

but this one plods along for so long 
waiting for the other shoe to drop on | 
the various subplots, that by the ime 
they resolves themselves, it’s hardly 
satisfying. For some reason this drab 
work needed two directors (collabo- 
rators Scott McGehee and David 
Siegel).

And his 1959 tour de force 
Pickpocket is an accessible introduc- 
tion to the artistic vision of a man 
who not only had a very personal 
philosophy about the nature of truth 
and being, but also held up the mir 
ror to the mindset of a time, like his 
compatriots Sartre, Cocteau, and 
Genet, who had to rediscover the 
meaning of existence in a post 
WWII Europe. 

The plot is simple. A rather arro- 
gant young man, Michel (LaSalle), 
becomes a pickpocket because it 
seems to be as good a way of mak- 
ing a living as any other and, by 
flouting the law, demonstrates his 
superiority over a flawed society 
Physically and emotionally, he has 
completely isolated himself from 
others, so much so, that he initially 


































cannot even visit his critically ill 
mother (Scal). 

When he finally does, her accep- 
tance of him (rather than what he is) 
motivates him to return to a life of 
crime, rather than depend on the 
support of his friend Jacques (Ley- 
marie) and his mother's caregiver 
Jeanne (Green), with whom he had 
fallen in love. He hooks up with a 
gang of professional pickpockets. 
Their feats become more spectacular 
as time passes. Unable to find com- 
fort in his occupation, he allows 
himself to be captured and, while in 
prison, he’s finally re-united with 
Jeanne. 

But the plot is the least important 
part of Pickpocket. In fact, Bresson’s 
opening statement is a complete 
plot-spoiler. But knowing what will 
happen in the end focuses our atten- 
tion on the details and allows us to 
probe into what lies beneath the sur- 
face. 

As inGreek tragedy, Bresson, 
most of the time, only mentions the 
pivotal events that act as catalyst for 
the philosophical development of 
the plot. After all, ideas are more 
important than physical action. 
Instead, he focuses on almost excru- 
ciating detail on the mundane activi- 
ties that we all perform everyday 
without even thinking about them. 
The actors are wooden and used, to 
great effect, almost like puppets in 
Bresson’s overall vision. He does not 
allow them to show any emotion, 
because that might spark an emo- 
tional, rather than intellectual, 
investment on the part of the viewer. 

Bresson’s cinematography is at 


once cold and clinical, yet infused 
with so much passion that the film 
carries an almost erotic undertone 
echoed brilliantly in a scene where 
Michel learns the tricks of the trade 
with another man.
